During the fourth year of the existence of the Auckland 
Institute the general interest in its work has continued 
unabated, and the Council has pleasure in being able to 
point to a few indications of progress amidst circum¬ 
stances calculated to cause discouragement.

The serious disadvantages under which the Institute 
labours from the dilapidated and unprepossessing ap¬ 
pearance of the building has long occupied the attention 
of the Council. In June last it was found absolutely 
necessary to take down a large portion of the old build¬ 
ing, and the Council determined to make an effort to 
procure funds for erecting the first portion of a suitable 
structure for a Public Museum and Free Library. It 
was proposed in the first instance to utilise rather less 
than one-half the site by erecting thereon a galleried 
building extending from Princes Street to the rear, 
making the necessary provisions for the future adoption 
of the permanent level of the street, and leaving the 
actual construction of the galleries for a future time. 
This building would have formed a portion of one design 
for the entire site, and was estimated to cost in the first 
instance about £2,500. 

With a view to more efficient action towards obtaining 
the necessary funds, it was determined at a general 
meeting to increase the number of members of the Coun¬ 
cil to eleven, when Dr. J. L. Campbell, Mr. T. Russell, 
and Mr. J. M. Clark were elected. A printed circular 
was issued, and a canvas for subscriptions commenced. 
The late Dr. Stratford at once liberally promised £100 
on condition of the sum of £400 being raised in amounts 
of not less than £50; and on his lamented decease it 
was found that the promise had been confirmed by 
bequest. 

It was speedily found that there was a decided opinion 
amongst the friends of the movement, whether members 
of the Institute or not, that the large donations required 
could not be reasonably expected, unless the Provincial 
Government would supplement the contributions of 
private individuals. Application was therefore made to 
the Provincial Executive to place the sum of £1,000 on 
the Estimates for the Session, as a grant in aid of the 
fund. This application was acceded to on condition that 
at least an equal sum was raised by private subscriptions, 
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and on this understanding liberal promises of subscrip¬ 
tions were obtained. Dr. Stratford’s bequest would 
have been assured, and the whole of the money required 
by subscription for the first part of the building obtained, 
but for the unfortunate refusal of the grant in aid by the 
Provincial Council; and although an attempt was made 
to meet the views of its opponents, by an arrangement 
to secure the substantial brick building used as the 
Wesleyan Chapel in High-street, a second efTort to 
obtain the necessary support was frustrated by a small 
majority. 

It is not the place of the Council to point out the 
causes which led to the refusal of the grant; but it must 
be evident that the loss of Dr. Stratford’s liberal 
bequest, and of the handsome subscriptions by which it 
was secured and supplemented, must seriously affect any 
future attempt to collect a Building Fund. In the 
Southern Provinces buildings for Public Museums are 
erected, and the expenses of their maintenance defrayed 
by the respective Provincial Governments. In Auckland 
the Institute has failed to secure the support of the 
Provincial Councial in supplementing the contributions 
of its inhabitants towards this object. 

But it is obvious that the question of new buildings 
cannot remain in its present position ; the Institute 
must either abandon the attempt to carry out the purely 
public objects of a Free Library and Museum, from its 
unaided resources,.or suitable buildings must be erected ; 
and the Council would earnestly recommend that a 
renewed effort be made to procure a grant in aid of the 
Building Fund during the coming session of the 
Provincial Council. 

The Council desires to place on record the high sense 
it entertains of the unwearied efforts of the late Dr. 
Stratford to promote the welfare of the Institute from 
its formation, and of his munificent offer in aid of the 
projected Building Fund.

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As on previous occasions, the Council has to acknow¬ 
ledge with pleasure numerous and valuable donations to 
the Library and Museum, especially that of a large 
number of valuable works from Captain F. W. Hutton, 
F.G.S., whose removal from the province is a serious 
loss to the working power of the Institute. 

Owing to a misunderstanding respecting the apportion¬ 
ment of the Provincial grant referred to in the last 
Report in aid of the Museum and Library, some delay 
has resulted in the purchase of the selected books and 
special objects for the Museum. Eighty volumes have, 
however, just been added to the Library from this source, 
and the purchases for the Museum are now on their way 
from England. 

The Council would again request the assistance of the 
members in furthering the interests of the Institute, by 
advocating its objects in their circle of friends ; by 
contributing records of observations of natural pheno¬ 
mena, or of critical investigations to be read at its 
meetings; by donations to the Library and Museum ; or 
by such other mode as may conduce towards these 
desirable ends. Few institutions are so well calculated 
to advance the diffusion of knowledge, and to promote 
alike, pure taste, intellectual pleasure, and material 
advancement, as those which this Institute seeks to 
establish in Auckland—a Free Public Library and 
Museum.
